TO 

Amend the Law relating to Cases of Summary Jurisdiction 
in Ireland, and the Punishment of Offenders under the 
Prevention of Crimes Act, 1871. 

HERE AS it is expedient that in all cases of summary juris- 
7 ? diction there should he one uniform course of procedure upon 
appeal, and that the time within which the notice of intention to 
appeal may he given, or the application made to state a case for the 
5 opinion of one of the superior courts of law should he extended to 
seven days, and that the operation of the twelfth section of the 
Prevention of Crimes Act, 1871, should he limited : 

Be it therefore enacted hy the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
hy and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
10 Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
hy the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. From and after the commencement of this Act there shall he 
one uniform course of procedure upon appeal in all cases of 
summary jurisdiction, and every such appeal shall he subject to 
15 and regulated hy the provisions contained in the twenty-fourth 
section of the Petty Sessions (Ireland) Act, 1851 : Provided always, 
that the time within which the appellant may serve notice of his 
intention to appeal shall be seven clear days from the date of the 
order against which the appeal shall he made. 

20 2. The second section of the Act passed in the twentieth and 

twenty-first years of the reign of Her Majesty (20 & 21 Vict. c. 43.) 
intituled, “ An Act to improve the Administration of the Law so 
far as respects Summary Proceedings before Justices of the Peace,” 
shall he amended hy substituting for the words “three days” 
25 wherever the same occur in such section the words “ seven clear 
days.” 
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3. The operation of the twelfth section of the Prevention of 
Crimes Act, 1871 (34 & 35 Yict. c. 112.) so far as relates to dealing 
sum m arily with offences within said section shall he limited to cases 
where the offender has been previously convicted of an assault on 
any constable when in the execution of his duty, or of any other 6 
assault for which he was sentenced to a term of imprisonment 
exceeding two months. 

4. This Act shall extend only to Ireland, and shall commence 
and take effect from and after the first day of November one 10 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-seven. 
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
